HONGKONG PUBLIC LIBRARY.” 

Tho following is the. text of. a eircolar 
issued by the Committee of the proposed 
Hongkong Publio Library :—___ 

In July. last some £00 volames, the 
nucleus of a Uibrary, were placed at th 
Cummitteo's disposal to deal with as seemed 
to them bet. These. books consisted of 
works of rofire ica, travels, biography, and 
fiction. The want of a public library iu 
the colony had been strongly fiopressed 
upon the Committee and that there was A 
real desire on the part of a large section of 
the community, osp2cially of those who have 
not access 'o any library, for such an insti- 
tution, It must-be remembered also that 
thero isa largo, fi rating po ulation in cosat- 
a would gladly 
avail, themactvos of facilities fur obtaining 
baoka, and the need of a reference library
